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Storms leave thousands 
without power at Xmas

THOUSANDS of homes were left 
without power on Christmas Day 
after the week was dominated by 
high winds and torrential rain, 
bringing chaos to the county. 

Even by Friday, some 1,745 
homes across Kent were still left 
without power as engineers battled 
to restore supplies. 

Power cables were first brought 
crashing down on Monday night, 
initially leaving some 28,500 
homes without electricity. 

While the majority of those had 
power restored within 24 hours, 
many found themselves facing a 
gloomy Christmas. 

In Whitstable, the side of a house 
was blown out, sending bricks 
crashing down on top of parked 
cars - fortunately no-one was 
injured. In Dartford and Staple- 
hurst, motorists had to be rescued 
from their vehicles after getting 
stuck in flood water. 

As police declared the flooding 
“a major incident”, fire crews, who 
had been due to walk out on strike 
on Christmas Eve in an on-going 
row over pensions, were recalled to 
cope with what they described as 


an “incredibly busy festive period”. 

Dozens of roads were blocked due 
to fallen trees. 

Worse was to come for many 
areas as rivers burst their banks 
and flooded homes and communi¬ 
ties late on Christmas Eve and into 
Christmas Day. 

Yalding, near Maidstone, was 
among the worst hit, with some 50 
homes flooded and occupants 
evacuated. 

Homes were hit too in Tonbridge, 
Edenbridge and Westerham, 


among many others. 

Storms returned on Thursday 
night and Friday morning, with 
further heavy downpours putting 
more strain on rivers. Both the 
Sheppey Crossing and QEII Bridge 
were closed for periods as winds 
reached speeds of up to 80mph, 
while services across the Channel 
were also disrupted. 

There was chaos on the trains 
too, with Southeastern unable to 
operate any mainline servies - with 
the exception of the high-speed 


route between Ashford and St 
Pancras - until noon on Friday as 
Network Rail attempted to clear 
fallen trees and debris. 

Similiar problems had been 
experienced on Christmas Eve. 

Sean Bone-Knell, of Kent Fire & 
Rescue Service, said: “It’s been an 
incredibly busy festive period. We 
have not been able to assist with 
every call but there have been a 
number of incidents where we have 
rescued people in very difficult 
situations.” 


Special tribute night to 
celebrate life of tragic 
teenager Claire Tiltman 


Archbishop calls for society 
to 'challenge selfishness’ 


A SPECIAL fundraising event will 
take place next month to mark the 
21st anniversary of the death of 
school girl Claire Tiltman. 

The teenager was brutally stabbed 
to death just four days after her 16th 
birthday as she walked down an 
alleyway near her home in Green- 
hithe. 

Despite widespread publicity and 
constant appeals, her killer has never 
been caught. Tragically, her parents 
both died without seeing justice 
served. 

But now friends behind the Justice 
for Claire campaign will be staging a 
special fundraising event at the 
home of Dartford FC - Princes Park. 
The Claire Tiltman Tribute Evening 
will look to celebrate her life while 
raising funds for two good causes. 
One is EllenorLions Hospice - where 
her mum Linda was cared for before 
she died of cancer in 2008 - and the 
other the Firefighters Charity, the 
profession the young schoolgirl 
aspired to be before she was brutally 
murdered. 


Best friend and organiser, Lisa 
Gribbin, said: “It’s important to us 
that Tilt is remembered for more 
than just what happened to her. We 
really want people to come out and 
support us, help raise valuable funds 
for two important charities, and 
enjoy the evening. We hope this 
event will be the start of a fundrais¬ 
ing legacy so that the name Tiltman 
can be remembered positively and for 
helping others.” 

Last year, six of her friends joined 
together to form the Justice for Claire 
campaign. They staged a candlelit 
vigil retracing Claire’s final steps 
along London Road in Greenhithe, 
with close to 300 people braving the 
snow to show their support. 

Police continue to investigate the 
crime. 

Tickets for the Claire Tiltman 
Tribute Evening takes place on 
Janaury 18 and will feature a live 
performance from Abba Gold. Tickets 
cost just £15 and are available to buy 
now via the website www.justicefor- 
claire.co.uk. 


THE Most Reverend Justin Welby 
used his first Christmas Day 
sermon as Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury to enter into the political 
debate, casting the spotlight on 
injustices in the UK facing the 
poorest in society and the 
persecution of Christians around 
the world.

He also hit out at the treatment of 
Christians in the Middle East. 


All of which will be a belated 
Christmas present for many 
traders who have faced a 
challenging year. 

In total, it is expected some 
800,000 will visit Bluewater 
between Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Eve.

Hard hit commuters face 
another hike in rail fares 


LONG-SUFFERING commuters 
will have to pay increased rail 
fares from Thursday as the 
latest price hikes kick in. 

But they won’t be as high as 
expected after the Government 
announced the average 
increase for season and peak 
tickets should be in line with 
July’s retail price index (RPI) 
instead of the previous RPI plus 
one per cent. 

Following the change, all 


train companies, including 
Southeastern, had to reset 
fares. It means the average 
price hike in Kent will be 2.8 
per cent. 

A Southeastern spokesperson 
said: “We appreciate that 
nobody likes to pay more for 
their travel, however, there are 
only two sources of funding for 
the operation of the railway - 
Government subsidy and the 
passenger.”

Commissioner Ann Barnes. 


Firefighters strike again 

FIREFIGHTERS will next week take part in 
two mass walk-outs as part of an ongoing 
row over pensions with the Government. 

Members of the Fire Brigade Union will 
strike from 6.30pm on New Year’s Eve until 
12,30am on New Year’s Day and then again 
on Friday January 3, from 6.30am to 8.30am. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service is putting 
contingency plans in place for cover. 


Patrols during festivities 

POLICE will step up patrols in town centres 
as revellers take to the county’s pubs and 
clubs to see in the new year. 

As part of the Stay Safe this Winter 
campaign, officers will be carrying out 
evening patrols to help deter alcohol related 
offences. Chief Inspector Phil Hibben said: 
“It takes seconds to lose control so I would 
advise people to drink responsibly” 


Migrant restrictions lifted 

WORK restrictions for Romanian and Bulgar¬ 
ian nationals will be lifted on Wednesday. 

Currently there are restrictions as to what 
kind of work they can do in the UK. Critics 
believe lifting restrictions will spark a flood 
of migrants to this country 

Kent County Council research suggests 
some 8,600 will migrate to Kent alone in the 
next five to 10 years.

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As 2013 draws to a close, Chris Britcher reflects on what has been another busy, incident-packed year 
for Kent - with visits from the Prime Minister and The Queen culminating in a dramatic, stormy end 



OUT WITH THE OLD: 2013 was another remarkable year for the county: we welcomed a new Archbishop of Canterbury in Justin Welby; plans for a £2bn

There was also a chill wind blow¬ 
ing through popular Paddock Wood 
tourist attraction the Hop Farm after 
the company behind it went into liq¬ 
uidation. It was saved by an associat¬ 
ed company and opted to open its 
doors for free on a pay-as-you-play 
basis which transformed its fortunes. 

It wasn’t good news for music pro¬ 
moter Vince Power, however, after we 
revealed his cash-strapped company 
behind the popular Hop Farm Festi¬ 
val still owed performers and suppli¬ 
ers thousands of pounds - including 
£22,000 to Kent Police. By the end of 
the month he revealed a scaled down 


festival which was eventually shelved 
due to poor ticket sales. 

Dartford rockers the Rolling Stones, 
however, confirmed they would be 
headlining the Glastonbury Festival 
for the first time in their career. 

Appearing in court was Stella Eng¬ 
lish, the former Apprentice winner 
from Whitstable, who took ex-boss 
Lord Sugar to an industrial tribunal. 

Meanwhile, a number of towns 
teamed up to put forward an East 
Kent bid for the UK City of Culture 
crown in 2017. At its centre was Can¬ 
terbury Cathedral which would play 
host to the enthronement ceremony

of the new Archbishop - an event 
beamed live around the world. 


APRIL 


THE weather finally began to warm a 
little - and for many their hearts were 
filled with cheer as Gillingham won 
promotion out of League Two, 
clinched their first title in years, hail¬ 
ing manager Martin Allen a miracle 
worker. Chairman Paul Scally even 
brushed off his five-year plan to reach 
the Premier League. What could pos¬ 
sibly go wrong? 


Tunbridge Wells also dazzled, with 
a semi-final victory in the FA Vase 
booking them a place in a Wembley 
Stadium final. 

Manston was also smiling (for 
once) as KLM started a daily flight to 
Amsterdam. 

Stella English fell off Lord Sugar’s 
Christmas card list after losing her 
tribunal, while plans to build the Par¬ 
amount Park met an unlikely hurdle 
when a colony of ‘distinguished 
jumping spiders’ were discovered. 
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JANUARY 

THE dawning of 2013 saw the exit 
door emerge for Dr Rowan Williams. 

The popular Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury bowed out to be replaced by Jus¬ 
tin Welby - the former businessman- 
turned-cleric. 

And as we bade farewell to Dr Wil¬ 
liams, we welcomed back one of the 
county’s most celebrated sons. 

David Bowie, born in Bromley, and 
who lived in Maidstone, marked his 
66th birthday by surprising his fans 
with his first new song in 10 years. 
Where Are We Now? was critically 
acclaimed and the forerunner of an 
album in March. 

Kent County Council leader Paul 
Carter, meanwhile, called on the 
Government to cut foreign aid and EU 
budgets to help the elderly pay for 
their care, rather than having to sell 
off their homes, in a campaign we 
threw our support behind. 

It would be the tip of a giant finan¬ 
cial iceberg the local authority would 
need to negotiate. 

And while that kicked up a stink 
there was an awful pong floating in 
across the Channel - a sickly sweet 
smell which had leaked from a chemi¬ 
cal firm in Rouen, northern France, 
and made its way to our shores. 

There were tears in Greenhithe as 
friends of Claire Tiltman gathered to 
mark the 20th anniversary of her 
brutal murder. They traced her final 
footsteps and hoped the publicity 
would finally unlock the mystery as 
to just who killed her. 

FEBRUARY 

ONE of the other recurring themes of 
the year was, inevitably, the Thames 
Estuary airport. 

We kicked off the month by reveal¬ 
ing how Boris Johnson had been 
holding hush-hush meetings with 
the county’s MPs in a bid to convince 
them to support his airport dream. 

He didn’t get very far. 

With the countdown on to the May 
county council elections, political 
posturing started in earnest. 

Ed Balls, on a visit to the county, 
told us Labour intended to make big 
gains in the county at the 2015 Gen¬ 
eral Election. 

While the nation was engulfed in 
the horsemeat scandal and the shock 
news of the resignation of the Pope, 
funding efforts got under way for the 
eagerly anticipated £2 billion Para¬ 
mount Park - oh, and the Muppets 
became the latest big names to shoot 
scenes for their upcoming movie at 
the dockyard at Chatham. 

Staying with entertainment, Nao¬ 
mi Watts, who grew up in Shoreham, 
near Sevenoaks, missed out on an Os¬ 
car, but there was delight for former 
Sevenoaks School pupil Daniel Day 
Lewis, who collected his third Best 
Actor award for his role in Lincoln. 

MARCH 

WHILE the nation remained firmly 
gripped in a long, cold winter, it 
seemed ironic one of the county’s big 
power producers for the last 40 years 
- Kingsnorth Power Station - closed.

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But that paled into insignificance compared 
to the nightmare which engulfed Kent Police 
and Crime Commissioner Ann Barnes. 

After proudly revealing Sheerness teenager 
Paris Brown as her new youth commissioner, 
the Mail on Sunday exposed a string of com¬ 
ments she had made on Twitter which hinted at 
racist and homophobic views, as well as binge 
drinking. 

No sooner had she been appointed she stepped 
down under the glare of an at-times rabid na¬ 
tional media. 

The county was split in its views of Margaret 
Thatcher, the former prime minister who died 
this month. 


MAY 


THERE was just one word which dominated the 
first few days of May - and that was simply Ukip. 

The party emerged from the shadows to over¬ 
take both Labour and the Lib Dems in the local 
county council elections, securing 17 seats and 
thus becoming the main opposition to a deplet¬ 
ed ruling Tory party, which saw 26 seats disap¬ 
pear. 

Meanwhile, campaigners were left fuming in 
Dover when the port resumed live export ship¬ 
ments - shifting the business from Ramsgate. 

There was bad news too as the Folkestone 
Airshow became the latest victim of the eco¬ 
nomic slump as it failed to secure the necessary 
funding and thus was grounded. 

Public consultation began into the three op¬ 
tions for the lower Thames crossing, as the Gov¬ 
ernment vowed one of them would go ahead. 

There was change, too, at the home of Kent 
County Cricket Club. It broke with tradition to 
secure a naming rights deal with Shepherd 
Neame. Its Canterbury ground is now the Spit¬ 
fire Ground, St Lawrence. 

Tunbridge Wells, meanwhile, fought hard at 
Wembley in front of more than 16,750 fans in 
the FA Vase final - but lost out 2-1 to a 
late goal to favourites Spennymoor 
Town. But they did Kent proud that ^ 
day. 


petition Commission found against it and said it 
must cease operations. Owned by Eurotunnel, 
rivals had argued it gave the firm a stranglehold 
on the route and could keep prices artificially 
low. It immediately appealed and, declaring it 
was ‘business as usual’, kept on sailing. 

It was up, up and away for the South East Air- 
show which returned to Manston - but proved a 
victim of its own success as good weather saw 
thousands flock... many of whom then found 
themselves stuck in lengthy traffic jams. 

Many eyes, however, were on the Goodwin 
Sands as a remarkable salvage operation finally 
took place. 

The raising of a German Dornier 17 bomber 
provided one of the most memorable images of 
the year as it rose from its watery grave and was 
then carefully taken to shore. 

And James Tredwell made a little bit of history 
after becoming the first Kent player since Chris 
Cowdrey in 1988 to lead the England cricket 
team as captain. 

It was short-lived, however. The T20 match 
against New Zealand lasted just two balls before 
the weather forced it to be abandoned. 


JULY 




JUNE 


THE Queen paid an emotional 
trip to Canterbury to bid farewell 
to the 5 Scots as they left Howe 
Barracks after it was con¬ 
firmed it would be closing. 

Any hopes of East 
Kent being crowned 
the City of Culture in 
2017 fell at the first 
hurdle after it failed to 
make the shortlist. 

Hull would eventually 
emerge victorious. 

There was a huge

DAVID Cameron arrived at the Turner Contem¬ 
porary in Margate to officially open the off¬ 
shore London Array wind farm. 

Afterwards he told KoS how the UK ought to 
consider replicating the controversial ‘fracking 
revolution’ in America in a bid to liberate shale 
gas from under the ground. 

The cuts to local government continued, with 
Kent County Council announcing plans to close 
23 children’s centres, sparking outrage. 

Eventually around half would live to fight an¬ 
other day, albeit in a reduced capacity. 

The long battle to protect ancient woodland 
at Oaken Wood, near Maidstone, was finally lost 
following a public inquiry, while there was trag¬ 
edy too as cross-Channel charity swimmer Su¬ 
san Taylor collapsed just yards from completing 
her swim to the French coast. Rushed to hos¬ 
pital she died soon after. 

The Kent County Show bounced back 
after last year’s fiasco in the mud. Bless¬ 
ed with good weather, some 75,000 
people turned up. 

The War & Peace Show switched to 
Folkestone Racecourse and was a run¬ 
away success with 100,000 visiting, 
while tennis clubs across the county 
were hoping to capitalise on Andy 
Murray’s Wimbledon success. 
Meanwhile, the nation wel- 
corned Prince George into the 
world - with proud grandfather 
Prince Charles delighting 
crowds at Whitstable’s Oyster 
Festival just days after the birth 
before heading to the Historic 
Dockyard Chatham. 


AUGUST 

AMID all the fears about the 
summer, it ended up we all en- 
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was forced to make major budget cuts, Boris Johnson continued his push for an estuary airport, the Hop Farm faced financial difficulties and Paris Brown caused PCC Ann Barnes some sleepless nights 


joyed a prolonged heatwave. It almost felt like 
payback for such a long, cold, wet winter. 

This proved a big boost to the local tourism 
industry which was finally able to cash in as the 
school holidays took hold, while warnings were 
issued not to accidentally spark fires in tinder- 
dry overgrowth. 

Students picking up A-level results were in for 
good news, as the county’s young teenagers de¬ 
livered strong results. 

We reported how house prices were on the 
way up again, while former University of Kent 
student Elbe Goulding continued her remarka¬ 
ble career in music by securing her first number 
one single with Burn. 

There was alarm as a relative of the infamous 
black widow spider started making a name for 
itself. The good news was the ‘false widow’ 
could do you no more harm than give you a lit¬ 
tle nip. 

Nigel Farage, still enjoying the warm glow of 
success at the KCC elections, hinted he was go¬ 
ing to try and go one step further and run for 
Westminster in Kent in 2015. The smart money 
was on him chasing a seat in Folkestone or 
Thanet South. 

SEPTEMBER 


ON a foggy Thursday morning, the county bore 
witness to the worst car crash it had ever seen. 

In total, more than 130 vehicles were in¬ 
volved in the accident which took place on the 
Sheppey Crossing. Poor weather conditions 
were blamed, but, remarkably, no-one was 
killed or seriously hurt, although dozens re¬ 
quired medical treatment. The insurance cost 
was estimated to run into the many millions. 

Friends of Claire Tiltman took hope from 
movement on the 20-year hunt to find her killer. 

Police raided the former home of Colin Ash- 
Smith who police had quizzed at the time of the 
murder. 

Tamera Foster, 16, from Gravesend, dazzled 
the judges in the early stages of TV talent show 
the X Factor - she would eventually go on to 
make the live finals. 

Meanwhile, Ann Barnes confirmed she would 
be starting the recruitment process for a youth 
commissioner again. 

Plans to move Rochester station were ap¬ 
proved, while Southeastern also introduced a 
‘leaf’ timetable designed to help counter the 
annual problems with ‘leaves on the line’. It 
basically just meant trains started earlier. 

There was progress too on plans to intro¬ 
duce free-flowing tolls on the Dartford 
crossing, as a French firm which spe- 
cialises in such technology was giv¬ 
en the contract to ensure it moves 
off painlessly. 

And Kent on Sunday under¬ 
went its biggest change in its 11- 
year history with a major rede¬ 
sign.

OCTOBER 

AS video game fans flocked to 
snap up a copy of the latest in¬ 


stalment of the Grand Theft Auto franchise, crooks 
took matters into their own hands in Folkestone 
after pinching more than 200 copies out of the 
back of a lorry parked near the harbour. 

Meanwhile, the Hop Farm Festival looked set 
for a return with a different promoter, while 
Vince Power vowed to start a different event 
near Tunbridge Wells. 

Four Kent colleges - Hadlow, East Kent, Mid- 
Kent and Canterbury - were named on an 
eight-strong list to take over struggling K Col¬ 
lege with a view to being in place in time for the 
start of the academic term in 2014. 

In a surprise announcement, Kent Police’s 
Chief Constable Ian Learmonth revealed he was 
to step down from the post and retire from the 
force as of January, after 40 years in the service. 

Manston airport was finally sold...for the 
grant total of£l. 

After years of legal wrangles, the team be¬ 
hind the Dreamland project in Margate cele¬ 
brated success as the final legal challenge col¬ 
lapsed and it was given the green light to start 
the creation of its much-touted heritage theme 
park. 

And just six months after being hailed a hero, 
Gillingham manager Martin Allen found him¬ 
self a victim of the fickle world of football as a 
lacklustre start to the season saw him sacked. 
Former Priestfield favourite Peter Taylor took 
his place. 

Storms at the end of the month also brought 
death and destruction - with Bethany Freeman, 
17, a Tunbridge Wells grammar student, killed 
after a tree fell onto the mobile home she was 
sleeping in. 

NOVEMBER 

KCC spelt out the size of its task as it looked to shave 
£273 million off its budget over the next three 
years as it confirmed there would be a 1.9 per cent 
hike in our council tax bills next year, while yet 
more jobs at KCC seemed destined to be lost. 

But there was delight for campaigners fight¬ 
ing fracking as applications for exploratory 
drilling in three sites in Kent were withdrawn. 

A massive blaze destroyed popular store 
Webbs of Tenterden and damaged surrounding 
properties on, ironically, Bonfire Night. 
Doctor Who fans whipped them¬ 
selves into a frenzy of excitement as 
the Time Lord celebrated his 50th 
anniversary. Tunbridge Wells’ Tom 
Baker proved the headline grabber 
on the TV special to mark the oc- 
casion - making a special 
\ guest appearance. 

Some 1,000 new jobs 
were promised as the team 
behind an ambitious 
£100m redevelopment of 
the Newnham Court site 
at Maidstone revealed 
more details. Waitrose 
and Debenhams would 
be anchor stores.

NEW DAWN : The WWII German Dornier 17 bomber being raised off Kent’s coast and Daniel Day Lewis as Lincoln 
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announced she was to step down at 
the 2015 General Election, vacating 
her Thanet South seat. 

And we staged our very first Kent 
Life and Kent on Sunday Food & 
Drink Awards. The glitzy bash took 
place in Maidstone, was hosted by TV 
weather presenter Kaddy Lee-Pres- 
ton and was declared a huge success. 

DECEMBER 

ANOTHER month and another 
weather warning as the east coast 
was told to brace itself for a sea surge, 
greater than that which caused such 
huge loss of life and property in 1953. 

As homes in Sandwich and Sea- 


salter were evacuated, the reality was 
less dramatic as flood defences held 
tight. Not that it was any comfort to 
the 30 homes that were flooded. 

It was drowned out, however, by 
news of the death of Nelson Mandela 
which sparked an outpouring of glo¬ 
bal grief. 

MyFerryLink claimed a victory af¬ 
ter the Competition Commission was 
told it had to think again about its 
earlier decision. 

After months of heated debate, 
campaigners fighting for a grammar 
school at Sevenoaks were dealt the 
cruellest of blows after education sec¬ 
retary Michael Gove announced the 
two rival bids submitted would both 
amount to a new school and not a sat¬ 
ellite - thus they were not approved. 

Meanwhile, parents faced an extra 
cost after KCC confirmed it was 


changing the popular Kent Freedom 
Pass bus scheme. 

Alan Pughsley was named the new 
chief constable of Kent Police - the 
former deputy of Ian Learmonth tak¬ 
ing over the reigns in January. 

But in what was surely the biggest 
blow, the Thames Estuary airport 
plans were not discounted by the 
Davies Commission tasked with ex¬ 
amining south east aviation capacity. 

While the main options of the in¬ 
terim report were based around ex¬ 
pansion at Heathrow and Gatwick, 
Sir Howard Davies said he would go 
back and re-examine the case for a 
new airport on Grain. 

The saga will drag on for at least 
another six months... 

Meanwhile, Christmas was domi¬ 
nated by storm force winds and flood¬ 
ing...just turn to page 5 for more.

BBC aerospace correspondent 
who broke the story of a calamity 
on board Apollo 13 in 1970. He 
died in February in Ashford. He 
was 93. 

■ Kevin Ayres 

Founding member of 1960s 
Canterbury-based Soft Machine 
died in his sleep at his home in 
France in February. He was 68. 
He lived in Herne Bay, went to 
school in Canterbury and toured 
extensively with Jimi Hendrix. 

■ Peter Wood 

Conservative leader of Ashford 
Borough Council. He died 
suddenly just a month before he 
was due to return to work after 
illness. He was 63 and drew 
tributes from across the political 
divide. 

■ Mike Denness 

Kent and England cricket legend 
who started the year being 
awarded an OBE, but died in 
April after battling cancer. He 
was 72. 

■ Frank Panton 

Leading scientist, bomb disposal 
expert and, in later life, a 
successful archaeologist. He was 
a senior nuclear science advisor 
to the British government and 
oversaw the discovery of the 
Bronze Age boat in Dover in 1992. 
He died in April aged 89. 


■ Mark Stanton 

Hugely popular former Ashford 
Town, and Folkestone and Hythe, 
footballer, he lost his five-year 
fight with motor neurone disease 
in June. He was just 44 and left 
behind a young family. 

■ Sir David Frost 

The famous writer and broad¬ 
caster died after suffering a heart 
attack on a cruise ship he was 
booked to talk on. Born in 
Tenterden, he grew up in 
Gillingham and never forgot his 
roots. He died, aged 74, in 
August. 

■ Paul Smith 

Owner of the popular Hengist 
restaurant in Aylesford, he was 
found dead at his nearby home in 
September. He was just 43. His 
passing saw the restaurant close 
and was sold later in the year. 

■ David Clark 

Former Kent cricket skipper, he 
played between 1946-51 and also 
served as chairman and presi¬ 
dent. He died in October aged 94 
as the oldest capped player. 

■ Robin Leigh-Pemberton 

Also known as Lord Snowdon, he 
was a former governor of the Bank 
of England and held a string of 
senior, prestigious positions in the 
county, including chairman of KCC 
and president of Kent cricket club. 
He died, aged 86, in November.

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The man behind the lens 

As the boom in digital cameras continues, and we all find ourselves capable of taking powerful images 
from devices built into our mobile phones, the art of the professional photographer has become more 
challenging. But while we can all capture moments in time, to do so with a real style and panache takes 
a little more expertise. Kent on Sunday’s award-winning photographer Ady Kerry is no stranger to life 
behind the lens. In this special feature he takes a look back at some of the most memorable images he 
captured for both KoS and other clients in 2013, and provides insight into just how he captured them... 


ADY Kerry is a vastly experi¬ 
enced photographer whose 
work has appeared in local and 
national newspapers for many 
years. 

Having joined the Royal Air 
Force in 1986, he served as a 
photographer for nine years 
before leaving to pursue a 
career as a freelance. 

For last 17 years he has 
covered news, features and 
sport in the UK and abroad. 

in addition to working with 
Kent on Sunday for many years, 
Mr Kerry is governing body 
photographer to the GB and 
England hockey teams and got 
the chance to cover the London 
2012 Olympic Games. 

He lives in Wingham. 



Mannequin attrocity 


The story: The only image not Kent 
related in this selection - though 
many of our towns and cities could 
well provide a similar image. Taken in 
a shopping centre in Cambridge I had 
gone to have a play with some street 
photography, so was armed with one 
camera fitted with a 50mm lens. I hap¬ 
pened across this scene. The fashion 
shop had closed down, but unusually 
the mannequins lay strewn across the 
floor with dismembered body parts, 
posters and rubbish. 

The picture: We have become used 
to seeing images of attrocities from 
various trouble spots around the 
world and though this image has 
some dark aspects, it has a degree of 
humour too. Reflections on the glass 


were a problem so I removed the lens 
hood and placed the front of the lens 
against the glass, though to get the 
best image it was not flush square on. 
The black and white conversion with 
a hint of a tone just adds a touch more 
depth to the picture. 

Technical details: Nikon D3 with 
50mm fl.4 lens, manual exposure 
1/80 @f4.5, 400 ISO. 


A380 over the English Channel 


The story: As part of testing before 
going into full operation, British Air¬ 
ways flew its eagerly anticipated 
Airbus A380 - the largest passenger 
aircraft in the world - into Manston 
in Thanet for crew training. 

The picture: Interest was immense. 
The photographic decisions I have to 


make are do I follow the pack and 
work on the airfield where everyone 
gets pretty much the same image? Or 
do I go for something different? Ru¬ 
mour had it the Red Arrows were to 
come and fly alongside the A3 80 
along the White Cliffs of Dover. 

After checking the details, my sim¬ 
ple plan was to find a spot on the cliffs 
and await their arrival. It would have 
been easy to have taken a long tele¬ 
photo lens and get nice close-ups of 
the single Hawk with the A3 80, but 
that could have been taken any¬ 
where. I wanted to provide context. 
The A380 is huge and blessed with 
great weather and visibility I decided 
to shoot the action on a wide-angle 
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lens. The calm sea with a ferry com¬ 
ing back to England, a clear blue sky 
with the aircraft high banking away 
provides great scale. 

Technical details: Nikon D3 with 
24mm f2.8 lens, manual exposure 
1/800 @f6.3 on 100 ISO 


Sgt Harry Garrett 


The story: As part of Kent on Sun¬ 


day’s remembrance day coverage, we 
interviewed Sergeant Harry Garrett, 
from Sevenoaks, a brave veteran of 
World War Two who told us his re¬ 
markable story. 

The picture: This image is a pretty 
simple portrait, but effective, due to 
the tightness of the cropping. Shot in 
his living room, there was little space 
and no ambient light of any note, 
therefore I shot this using a single 
studio flash head. The small flashes 
that can be mounted on the camera 


or held via a cable off camera would 
have done a decent job, but that close 
to the subject they would probably 
have provided harsher light. In the 
small room the light reflects off the 
walls and low ceilings maintaining 
some modelling by placing the light 
slightly in front and to the right as I 
looked at Mr Garrett. The flash was 
then bounced off the wall to the right 
providing the light in both eyes but 
giving shape and form by using the 
shadows. In post-production the im¬ 


age was converted to black and white 
and a vignette added to focus the 
viewer’s attention. 

Technical details: Nikon D3 with 
50mm fl.4 lens, manual exposure 
1/125 @5.6, 200 ISO 


Natalie Seymour 


The story: Natalie Seymore played 
hockey for both England and Great 
Britain before setting herself a new 
challenge - the triathlon. She took 


part in the ITU World Triathlon 
Grand Final in London in September 
and, in her age group, finished a re¬ 
markable ninth. 

The picture: This was taken in a 
studio. I am happy to shoot portraits 
without eye contact with the camera 
as this adds a touch of mystique and 
can be used to draw the eye to space 
where text can be added when print¬ 
ed or just for the subject to be engaged 
with their own thoughts. 

I have cleaned up some of the marks

Leeds Castle punter 


The story: I admit I don’t carry my 
camera everywhere with me; per¬ 
haps I should. A rare weekend off and 
we met some friends at Leeds Castle. 
It was a beautiful spring morning so I 


took the camera along. 

The picture: For me, nice pictures 
usually have many components that 
build to make the image stronger. 
This picture would be nothing with¬ 
out the punter on the moat or the 
great ‘Simpsons’ clouds, but even 
then you still have to be patient and 
wait for the punter to be in the right 
place for the image to flow. 

The black and white conversion 
adds a little contrast making the im¬ 
age more punchy. 


Technical details: Nikon D3 with 
24mm f2.8 lens, manual exposure 
1/80 @fl6, 100ISO. 


Nigel Farage 


The story: For the first new-look 
Kent on Sunday we secured an inter¬ 
view with Ukip leader Nigel Farage - 
the often controversial politician - at 
his new offices in London. 

The picture: For the big feature por¬ 
traits I am often working with the 


journalist and taking pictures during 
the interview. I always ask the inter¬ 
viewee’s permission as some people 
would rather not have the distraction 
of the photographer working while 
they talk. 

Generally, I am looking to utilise all 
the lenses in my bag, wide-angle, 
standard, short telephoto and some¬ 
times a 200mm telephoto, but the 
200mm is particularly large and 
quite daunting for people who are not 
used to photographers working that 


close to them. 

Having taken a selection of images 
outside, this image is taken inside Mr 
Farage’s office, which was lit by strip 
lights and a large window to the left. 
Again context is important and by 
sitting on the floor I can look up at the 
subject and by leaving the plastic pi¬ 
geon hole desk tidy in the image adds 
a little foreground interest that

Tunbridge Wells FC celebration 


The story: For the first time in its his¬ 
tory, Tunbridge Wells Football Club 
booked its place at Wembley after 
reaching the final of the FA Vase - 
this was the moment in the semi-final 
which saw them get there. 

The picture: What had started out 
as a cold grey day in County Durham 
turned into a stunning spring 
evening just as the game entered ex¬ 
tra time. Being a semi-final, celebra¬ 
tion and dejection pictures are always 
the flavour of the day along with the 
goals of course. This was one of the 
best games of football I saw all season 
and with Tunbridge Wells winning 
the celebrations were exuberant. 

Low and very directional sun made 
for difficult working conditons. I decid¬ 
ed to change from manual exposure to 
aperture priority as I was going to be 
running onto the pitch to get close to 
the celebrations, but with some images 
directly into the light others would be 
with it meaning the exposure differ¬ 
ence of these situtations would be mas¬ 
sive. I wouldn’t be able to change back 
and forth fast enough, so I selected the 
worse case senario exposure and then 
let the camera select the shutter speed. 
Technical details: Nikon D3 with 
24mm f2.8 lens, aperture priority 
1/5000 @f4, 640 ISO.

STAFF from cross-Channel firm P&O have been 
crowned champions of BBC2’s The Choir: Sing 
While You Work competition. 

Millions tuned in last Sunday to watch choir¬ 
master Gareth Malone announce them as the 
winners after a special final showdown at Ely 
Cathedral in Cambridgeshire. 

The broadcast of the conclusion to the show 
came as a great relief to staff at the ferry company 
who had been sworn to secrecy as to the outcome. 

Filming had taken place over several months 
from May, with Mr Malone - who has become TV’s 
favourite choir-maker after a string of similiar 
TV shows - making regular visits to the county. 

Viewers saw him take the choir to Dover’s 
White Cliffs, practising at its headquarters in 
the town and at the Port of Dover, and travelling 
on the firm’s ferries. 

The show was designed to find and create the 
best workplace choirs. Travelling the country, 
Mr Malone created choirs at P&O, Birmingham 
City Council, Sainsbury’s, financial firm Citi¬ 
bank and the Cheshire Fire and Rescue Service. 

They then took part in a series of live perform¬ 
ances in front of a judging panel with one choir 
eliminated in recent weeks until three went 
head-to-head in a showdown at Ely Cathedral. 


MALONE’S THE MAN 


GARETH Malone is probably best known 
for his work on the Military Wives’ Choir 
in 2011. 

He created a group from those whose 
partners were on active service, and 
conducted them in a song based around 
the words they penned to their loved 
ones. It reached Number One. 

Other series of The Choir saw the 
38-year-old set up choirs in a boys’ 
school and another in a diverse commu¬ 
nity near Watford. 


P&O won with its rendition of With a Friend 
Like You. 

Chief executive at P&O, Helen Deeble, said: “I 
am very proud to congratulate our choir for 
their outstanding victory. They were terrific and 
very worthy winners of the trophy. 

“It shows what a tremendous team spirit, and 
an incredible amount of hard work, can achieve. 

“Our choir overcame enormous logistical 
challenges just to get together to rehearse over 
many months and their efforts culminated in 
the nerve-wracked final in front of an audience 
of more than 1,000 people.” 

Chairman of P&O, Robert Woods, said: “To 
achieve such a high standard in such a short 
time is testament to the amount of effort they’ve 
put in. We should also acknowledge the role of 
Gareth Malone and his colleagues in leading 
our team through this incredible journey.”

We need faith in 
humanity to not 
believe the hype 

We are constantly being bombarded by stories 
and pictures of despair or sadness in the media, 
but, as James Langstaff, the Bishop of Rochester, 
says, there are many good deeds which go on 
unmentioned that are equally worthy of mention 




A S I write this a few days before 
Christmas, the news headlines are 
rather depressing; the murder of 
Lee Rigby as two are sentenced for 
his killing; the apparent failure of 
many agencies to protect vulnerable girls and 
young women in Rochdale; more than a million 
people in the UK addicted to prescription drugs; 
South Sudan on the edge of civil war. 

If those were the only stories, looking back at 
2013 would not be a very happy prospect and, of 
course, at a more individual level, for many 
around us, 2013 will have been a difficult year 
for many reasons. 

One of the privileges in my role as Bishop of 
Rochester is I spend a lot of time visiting the 
communities across my diocese, through west 
Kent, Medway and into outer London. 

During those visits I hear the stories that 
don’t make the headlines, and they paint a rath¬ 
er different picture. 

As I look back at who I have met during the 
past 12 months, I think of the YMCA project 
seeking to give work and other skills to troubled 
young people; the street pastors mak¬ 
ing their town safe for people to en¬ 
joy a Friday evening out; the hun¬ 
dreds of volunteers feeding hungry 
people through food banks. 

I remember individuals giving 
their time in local schools to help chil¬ 
dren learn to read; the people at the 
Kenward Trust, near Yalding, working 
with people facing drug and alcohol 
dependency; the volunteers giving 
time to the West Kent Debt Ad¬ 
vice service. 

I recall visits to hospitals and 
prisons, and the often inspiring 
work undertaken there by chap¬ 
lains, staff and volunteers; I 
think of all the people volunteer¬ 
ing week-by-week with cadets 
and other youth organisations. 

My list could go on and on... 

What I also find, and this is 
also not often reported, is that 
churches and individuals of 
Christian faith are often 
(though not always, of course) 
deeply involved in much of this. 

That shouldn’t surprise me; 

Christians are called to follow 
the great commandment to 
love God and their neighbour; 
the scriptures also guide us to 
seek the welfare of the place 
where we are. 

It is good to see that being put into

practice in so many ways across our area. 

And this article enables me to offer a ‘thank 
you’ to all those who give of their time, care 
and energy for the well-being of others. 

So what of 2014? The national and inter¬ 
national stages will no doubt continue to 
bring challenges and the news headlines will 
go on telling us what they are. 

Our politicians, national and local, 
will do their best to offer policy re¬ 
sponses - and in 20141 will see 
that rather closer as I become 
one of the bishops in the 
House of Lords. 

But I know what will be 
most encouraging to me 
will be my continuing visits 
to local churches, chap¬ 
laincies and communities. 

There I will see clergy and 
laypeople putting faith into 
action by giving human ex- 
' pression to Christian pres¬ 
ence in their communities. 

And my prayer for 2014 is 
for the flourishing and trans- 
1 forming of our communities 
as, to quote the prophet Mic- 
ah, we learn “to do justice and 
to love kindness, and to walk 
humbly with your God”. 

If we can find our way to 
rather more of justice, kind¬ 
ness and humility, then 
perhaps the headlines would look 
different.

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Ireland’s first astronaut is 
just a down-to-earth guy 


From frontman of The Boomtown Rats to the mastermind 
behind Band Aid, Bob Geldof’s career has gone from taking 
on the establishment, receiving a knighthood and becoming 
a media mogul. Chris Ritchie talks to this remarkable man... 


E QUAL parts controversial 
rock star, activist and phi¬ 
lanthropist, Bob Geldof is 
the kind of man who natu¬ 
rally divides opinion. 

For every good deed from one of the 
men who brought us Band Aid and 
Do They Know It’s Christmas? there’s 
a backlash against something he’s 
done or said. 

Certainly, as one of the world’s most 
profane and plain-speaking celebri¬ 
ties, it’s not hard to see how Mr Geldof 
could rub people up the wrong way. 

“Captain Chuckles I ain’t,” he 
laughs. “That’s the one perception of 
me that’s spot on. 

“I’m a lightning rod and a whipping 
boy. Bono and I, we’re the jumped-up 
pop stars who should shut up and go 
back to our rock star mansions. But 
somebody in the pub will always say, 
Ah yeah, but he has a point’.” 

Now a sprightly 62, he is of course 
referring to his work in raising funds 
for famine relief in Africa, with himself, 
U2’s frontman Bono and numerous 
hand-picked others sticking their necks 
out to make people pay attention. 

“We were making a point, and that’s 
really powerful politically,” he says. 


“Get them talking in the kitchen, at 
the dining table, in the pub and the 
cafe. You won’t get on television talk¬ 
ing about Africa and poverty. I will.” 

He has called Kent home now since 
the 1980s - living in Davington, on 
the outskirts of Faversham - where 
he has raised his family, a rural re¬ 
treat from the pace of life in London. 

He’s one of the most colourful 
personalities around, with a career 
straddling many areas. 

Having risen to prominence as the 
effusive frontman in Irish band The 
Boomtown Rats in the mid-1970s, 
he set out his stall pretty early with 
political themes. 

A social collapse in California in¬ 
spiring I Don’t Like Mondays, probably 
the band’s best-known song, profani¬ 
ties uttered on TV, attacking the 


Catholic Church and Irish politicians 
on Gay Byrne’s Late, Late Show and 
other outspoken outbursts marked 
him out as something of a loose can¬ 
non from the earliest days. 

However, Mr Geldof clearly made an 
impression as someone whose passion 
often reached boiling point, such that 
it threatened at times to overshadow 
the Rats’ musical endeavours. 

But having played their last official 
performance at Self-Aid in 1986 - an 
effort to raise awareness of unemploy¬ 
ment in Ireland - the Rats are now 
back with a greatest hits collection, a 
few new songs, and have just finished 
a tour of the UK and Ireland. 

So why come back now, nearly 30 
years later? 

“It’s a really powerful band and I’d 
forgotten that,” he says. 


“It’s so weird that a random group 
of individuals came together and they 
make this noise that’s very specific 
and, as it turns out, very powerful. 

“You don’t get to be a success by 
mistake, it’s not an accident. The noise 
we made happened to be the right 
noise to propel these songs forward. 

“That racket and drive, and that 
really massive amount of anger in 
sound worked.” 

As much as he may split opinion, 
Mr Geldof is by all accounts a very 
successful businessman. 

With a reported net worth said to 
be as much as £1 billion, his fortune 
has come from a combination of own¬ 
ing the Rats’ back catalogue, some 
very shrewd property investment, 
and building a media empire which 
at one point spanned production 


companies Ten Alps and the long-de¬ 
funct Planet 24, birthplace of both 
The Big Breakfast and The Word. 

And then between his business and 
philanthropic endeavours - includ¬ 
ing famine relief (Band Aid, Live Aid 
and Live 8) and stamping out poverty 
(Bono’s ONE campaign), officially 
recognised through his honorary 
knighthood and Nobel Peace Prize 
nominations - Mr Geldof is very 
much a family man. 

F ather to three daughters with 
the late Paula Yates (and to 
the daughter she had with 
Aussie rocker Michael Hutch- 
ence, the INXS frontman who died in 
an Australian hotel room in 1997), 
he’s now a proud grandfather to sec¬ 
ond-born daughter Peaches’ sons 
Astala and Phaedra. 

“Peaches is a great mum,” he smiles. 
“Having these two tiny, gorgeous 
little fellas around, I have to admit, is 
a bit weird for me. 

“I’ve been surrounded by women 
all my life. Between my sisters at 
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home in Dun Laoghaire, I’ve never 
not lived with a woman. 

“There was a girlfriend, Daphne, 
when I first moved to London, living in 
a squat in Tufnell Park. And then 
Paula, and then Jeanne [Marine, a 
French actress and long-time partner]. 

“I swim in oestrogen. That’s all I’m 
used to and I’m all the better for that. 

“I’ll do the grandfather thing when 
the boys become seriously sentient. 
Though I can’t do football or fishing 
with them; I’m awful at that. 

“I’ll be down to the V&A Museum 
boring them about Rosetti and Islam¬ 
ic art, playing ridiculous tracks to 
them, saying they should listen to 
Helmut Wolf.” 

It’s difficult to see where Mr Geldof 
might find any time to himself. 

“I don’t like to take breaks,” he says. 

“To me, boredom is a traitorous 
friend. It prompts me to do things and 
remain exhaustively active. 

“It all comes from back in the day 
when I was a kid. I was utterly afraid, 



living in this genteel poverty. 

“I’m not asking for the violins, but 
there was no-one at home and I was 
cripplingly lonely; I just didn’t know it. 

“So I have a fear of those two things 
- loneliness and poverty - and bore¬ 
dom gets me into this depression 
which puts me back into that place. 
And to stop going there, I stay franti¬ 
cally busy. And by being frantically 
busy, I have an interesting life.” 

The fruits of his labours grow at his 
Davington Priory estate where he’s 
lived for 30 years. 

He’s well liked locally and ear¬ 
lier this year that affection was 
evidenced by support for his 
point of view in a planning ap¬ 
plication dispute, which he 
won. 

He’s known for being ap¬ 
proachable and not 
swaggering 
around like a 
rock star, and 
indeed holds 
a deep af¬ 
fection for 
Kent 


contrary to a story that was blown out 
of proportion in 2008, when he de¬ 
scribed the county as “a bit scruffy and 
worn at the edges”. 

“Some of Kent is just astonishingly 
beautiful,” he smiles. 

“When I have time, I do like to ex¬ 
plore, although time is a precious 
commodity. 

“But Kent has the little hideaways 
that I adore; villages scattered around 
that seem to evolve and get on with 
life completely untroubled 
by the world around 
them. I won’t name 
names as they 
won’t appreciate 
scores of visitors 
rolling through, 
but they’re special 
places. 

“And Kent people 
are honest - brutally 
so at times, but 
lovely folk. I like 
to stop and 
chat because 
people here 
Lre rarely

Bob Geldof, on his love of living 
in the county and its people 

invasive, just like I’m not invasive in 
their lives. We all get on.” 

He might be able to get a fresh per¬ 
spective on the area if he flies over it 
during his space flight next year. 

Hang on... space flight? Yes, Mr Gel¬ 
dof has paid £64,000 for one of 100 
seats in a privately-built spacecraft. 

“I’m going to be the first Irishman 
in space,” he laughs. “I can’t believe 
this is happening in my lifetime.” 

An interesting life indeed.

Star-studded parties and a haven of tranquility; Geldof s home from home 


IT IS an unlikely setting for one of the 
world’s most famous outspoken rock 
stars. 

Nestled next to a pretty church, is 
Davington Priory a building which 
has stood since 1153, and since the 
early 1980s the home of Bob Geldof. 

It was there he moved with his 
partner Paula Yates prior to the birth 
of their first daughter, Fifi Trixibelle. 

By the mid-80s they were the most 


talked about celebrity couple in the 
UK. Mr Geldof had shot to fame by 
organising first Band Aid and then 
Live Aid - events which raised 
millions of pounds to ease starving 
in Africa and elevate the issue to the 
top of the political table. 

Ms Yates, meanwhile, was star of 
Channel 4’s The Tube, the hottest 
live TV music show. It would not be 
unusual for there to be a steady 


stream of journalists’ cars parked 
outside the house as they looked to 
get quotes from the famous residents. 

The parties would be star studded 
too. After the couple wed in Las 
Vegas in June 1986, the marriage 
was blessed in Davington. 

Ms Yates wore a long, flowing 
bridal gown in blood red. Guests 
included David Bowie, George 
Michael, Duran Duran, Spandau 


Ballet, and even a young Aled Jones. 

When Ms Yates died in 2000, it 
was Davington Mr Geldof would 
retreat to. 

He always enjoyed good relations 
with his neighbours too, often being 
spotted in the town, or taking his 
children to play on the swings at the 
nearby play park. 

Today, he splits his time at the Kent 
home with his home in London, but 


still manages to sprinkle some 
stardust when he’s in town. 

Two years ago he held a lavish 
bash to mark his 60th birthday. 
Complete with Peter Pan theme, the 
event featured live music and circus 
acts. In addition to members of the 
groups Queen and the Rolling 
Stones, also in attendance were 
actress Anna Friel, Jerry Hall, and, of 
course, U2 frontman Bono.

O come all ye faithful... but 
message lost for rest of year 

As congregation numbers rise at Christmas, the Church needs to keep numbers up, writes Chris Murphy 


C HURCHES say they have 
experienced mixed bless¬ 
ings in congregation sizes 
this year with the overall 
decline in numbers of reg¬ 
ular worshippers continuing. 

But they were hoping to capitalise 
on the festive season as the biggest 
crowds of the year flock to celebrate 
Christmas and the birth of a new year. 

It seems while the numbers attend¬ 
ing regular services are dropping, the 
rise in those attending services at 
the nation’s cathedrals is rocketing - 
up some 35 per cent since 2002. 

Dr Bev Botting is head of research 
and statistics for the Archbishops’ 
Council, a forum for strategic plan¬ 
ning at the Church of England. 

She said: “Cathedrals continue to 
flourish as worshipping communities 
while offering a valuable insight into 
our nation’s heritage. 

“Statistics show people of all ages 
are increasingly drawn to cathedrals 
for worship, to attend educational 
and civic events, and to volunteer to 
ensure our cathedrals are open to all 
those who are drawn to visit and wor¬ 
ship in these wonderful buildings.” 

While church congregation figures 
for 2013 will not be available until 
spring 2015, the Church of England 
admitted it expected to see figures 
continue to slip. 

A spokesman said: “This year we 
have seen so far a slight fall in congre¬ 
gation numbers, but with Christmas, 
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we are expecting huge numbers of 
Christians visiting. 

“It is fair to say these will not be reg¬ 
ular worshippers, but those that like to 
mark Christmas with some carols.” 

Church attendance figures in Kent 
are generally holding steady. 

In the Canterbury diocese the aver¬ 
age weekly attendance is around 
16,000 adults and 5,000 children, 
which has been the case for the last 
few years. And, as in recent years, it 
expects some 57,000 to attend church 
services over the Christmas period. 

Rev Lindsay Hammond, priest at St 
Mildred’s in Tenterden, said: “This 
church saw the largest growth in 
Christmas numbers in the last two 
years - some 280 attended Christmas 
2012. 

“I can only speak for St Mildred’s, of

course, but I think part of the reason 
for the increased numbers here is the 
sustained commitment to the local 
community that we show through¬ 
out the year. This includes real hard 
work through baptisms, weddings 
and funerals, and involvement in the 
life of the schools, local businesses, 
the caring organisations and civic life 
and special occasions. 

“We have also worked hard on our 
ministry of welcome. In all this we 
have discovered the community real¬ 
ly values the Church’s presence and 
involvement and I think we have 
played our part in creating, with oth¬ 
er local bodies, a great community 
spirit here. This may well have sown 
some seeds in the hearts of people.” 

Rev Simon Tillotson is priest at All 
Saints, Whitstable. He said he had 
nearly 1,100 attending last Christmas. 

He added: “A huge amount of peo¬ 
ple have Sunday activities these days 
like sports and so on, which sadly 
means they no longer commit to go¬ 
ing to church. They, however, do have 
an inner faith and a connection with 
the Church which we see in the high 
volume of christenings and Christ¬ 
mas attendance. 

“I don’t think we are doing any¬ 
thing special compared to other 
churches, I just think Whitstable is a 
fairly traditional town where a huge 
number of people have this residual 
link with Christianity which needs to 
be expressed through christenings 


and Christmas attendance. 

“But it is the residual inner, and I 
would say spiritual link, with the 
Church and with God that we are 
witnessing here, which shows the 
Anglican ethos of inclusivity and 
openness to all resonates with large 
sections of the public, even in today’s 
more secular age.” 

Rev Sheila Porter, priest at St 
George’s Deal, saw more than 1,000 
attend last Christmas. 

S he said: “Despite there being 
an emphasis to try to ‘tune 
out’ Christmas as a celebra¬ 
tion through using terms 
such as ‘happy holidays’, Christmas is 
still a time many people equate to a 
visit to church. 

“Some of this may be nostalgia 
rather than wanting to engage more 
deeply with the Christian message, 
but that is fine. 

“People come for all kinds of rea¬ 
sons, but it’s what they find when 
they get to church that is important. 

“So although we do the traditional 
carols and mulled wine, we also add in 
some of the more contemporary songs 
and try to have a clear message. 

“Life today can be quite tough with 
the many pressures of work, or even no 
work, consumerism and being busy. 

“The Christmas message of hope 
that is still at the heart of the Christ¬ 
mas story can speak to the many 
people who wonder what life might 


really be about. 

“When people do come at Christ¬ 
mas, it’s important we don’t leave 
them with a message that Christmas 
is about times past and has no rele¬ 
vance for today. 

“It’s great to have the Christmas 
traditions, but ultimately we have a 
message that brings about the trans¬ 
formation of our lives and our society, 
and people should go away feeling 
uplifted by the occasion, but with 
something to ponder that could be life 
changing for them. 

“For us, at St George’s, Christmas is 
simply a part of everything else we do 
as a church. 

“It’s another opportunity to invite 
our friends and neighbours along to 
place they find warm and welcoming. 

“We have a church with many chil¬ 
dren and young people and they all 
love to get fully involved in our Christ¬ 
mas events. 

“Christmas can be hard work with 
so many thousands of people through 
the doors of the church in a very short 
space of time. It takes the whole con¬ 
gregation to make it happen, but peo¬ 
ple comment on the warmth of the 
welcome and the enjoyment of the 
events they come to.”

Health kick can start right now 




Dr Glen Davison, nutrition and physiology lecturer at the University of Kent’s Medway campus, warns 
against over indulging at Christmas and how to get focused on becoming a fitter person in the new year 


C HRISTMAS is the time 
when we all get tempted 
by too much food and 
drink. But with a few sim¬ 
ple steps it can be possible 
to enjoy yourself and keep in shape. 

While it’s great to kick back and re¬ 
lax, try not to overindulge too much. 

Think about your portion sizes. Do 
you really need that second helping 
or extra glass of wine? 

It’s also important to make time for 
your fitness regime. 

While it may be good to relax and 
let yourself go a bit, try to motivate 
yourself to do at least one or two exer¬ 
cise sessions per week. 

Remember, the ‘first step’ is often 
the hardest; once you’re out of the 
door for that run, down the gym or 
just doing some sit-ups on the bed¬ 
room floor, you’ll enjoy it - and feel 
great for it too. 

Also, if you have difficulty motivat¬ 
ing yourself to take this first step, 
don’t go it alone. 

If you make arrangements with a 
friend or training partner and set a 
time to meet and do your training, 


you will be less likely to 
put it off. 

Don’t sit and do noth¬ 
ing for too long without a 
break, even if that just 
means standing up and 
doing some light activity 
for a minute. 

Recent research has 
shown that sitting 
and doing nothing 
for too long has 
many negative 
health effects, but 
if this is broken 
up with light ac¬ 
tivity - for in¬ 
stance a short 
walk or just 
getting up and 
moving around 
a bit - the risks 
are significantly re¬ 
duced. 

But it is equally im¬ 
portant not to overdo 
it. It is well known that 
sometimes the best 
intentions in New

Year resolutions can lead to 
doing too much, too soon. 

If you don’t start 
light and increase 
gradually over time 
j you could increase 
the risk of injury, 
— which will ultimate¬ 

ly mean more time 
out and loss of fit¬ 
ness - and possi¬ 
bly health. 

Also, this 
could increase 
your risk of pick¬ 
ing up minor ill¬ 
nesses like a cold 
or flu - so more time 
out and loss of fitness. 

Try to have a healthy 
balanced diet and avoid 
deficiencies - for in¬ 
stance making sure 
you eat your ‘five a 
day’ - to get the best 
out of your training 
and avoid increased 
risk of illness. 

It is also worth 


remembering that excessive alcohol 
intake can destroy, or affect, the ab¬ 
sorption of key dietary nutrients, vi¬ 
tamins and minerals. 

For the fitter among you, it might 
be an idea to consider exercising in 
the morning before breakfast. 

Not every time you exercise, but 
maybe once a week for your light ex¬ 
ercise, such as a morning run. 

There is some evidence this may 
boost training responses and im¬ 
provements in your fitness may occur 
more quickly - and maybe increase 
fat burning. 

And why not consider some alter¬ 
native types of exercise? 

Don’t fancy running outside on a 
cold winter morning? Why not try 
doing a mini-circuit training session 
at home? 

For instance, five to seven different 
exercises focusing on different body 
areas, such as press-ups, squats, sit- 
ups, step-ups, triceps, dips or what¬ 
ever you like. 

Maybe do three to five sets of 30 
seconds on each exercise with a one 
or two-minute rest in between.

A T THE end of the year it’s 
right to reflect on some of 
the successes and chal¬ 
lenges of the last 12 months 
as well as looking forward to some of 
those in the coming year. 

Here at County Hall, massive 
changes to the way KCC conducts its 
business are under way to respond 
and face up to the significant chal¬ 
lenges ahead. 

Over the last three years, we have 
redoubled our efforts to spend public 
money wisely and effectively, while 
maintaining good quality services to 
the residents of Kent; and, at the same 
time, for three years have frozen 
council tax bills. 

I believe we have so far been suc¬ 
cessful in responding to the Govern¬ 
ment’s reduction in funding to local 
government across the country. 

At the same time, we have deliv¬ 
ered real improvements to services. 

We have helped hundreds of young 
people into the employment market 
through our apprenticeship pro¬ 
grammes, last year our exam results 
were better than ever, and businesses 
in Kent are growing through the sup¬ 
port from our economic development 
team, creating hundreds of new jobs. 
But there are tough times ahead. 
Alongside the substantial central 
government funding reductions sits 
increased demand for many of our 
services, predominantly from a grow¬ 
ing number of elderly and vulnerable 
adults in Kent (and across the UK) 
which has led to an increased number 
of care packages required alongside, 
sadly, an increase in demand for 
children’s safeguarding and support 
services around broken families. 

Next year’s county council budget 
will necessitate the delivery of £91 
million of savings on top of having 
saved £269m in the last three years. 
But it’s not all doom and gloom. 
Perhaps the most satisfying news of 


the year must be the final series of Of- 
sted inspections of children’s services 
which recognised the great strides and 
substantial recovery we have made. 

We must now build on this momen¬ 
tum and ensure the very best support 
can be given to some of our most-vul¬ 
nerable young people through our 
countywide safeguarding arrange¬ 
ments. 

There was also delight at being 
awarded Pioneer status - one of only 
14 councils - for our groundbreaking 
work on health and social care inte¬ 
gration bringing healthcare services 
together. 

It was our joint ambition - not just 
Kent County Council’s ambition, but 
most importantly our lead clinicians 
and health professionals - in setting 
where we believe health and social 
care integration needs to be which 
helped achieved this. 

I am committed to making much 
better use of the massive amounts of 
public money to deliver better health 
services for the residents of Kent. 

We need to maximise on preven¬ 
tion by encouraging people to take 
more responsibility for their own 
health, and also work together to 
avoid escalation into high cost inter¬ 
ventions. 

Essential to this will be improving 
access to primary and community 
health services. 

People in Kent need access to a range 
of health services that can be delivered 
in the community, avoiding unneces¬ 
sary and expensive hospital admis¬ 
sions, and new solutions in managing 
long-term conditions an ageing pop¬ 
ulation will inevitably bring. 

There’s no denying that in local 
government in Kent and across the 
UK it’s been a tough, challenging 
year. Here at KCC we are ready to face 
the challenge of 2014.

As we prepare to

on the year gone 
by and take a look 
ahead to 2014

A S we anticipate what the 
new year has in store for 
us, it is worth remember¬ 
ing how far Medway has 
come in the past three decades. 

In 1984, we saw the Royal Navy 
dockyard close, with the consequent 
loss of tens of thousands of jobs. 

The dockyard was the economic 
lynchpin for the community, so its 
closure was devastating for the area. 

March 2014 sees the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of that closure, something we 
will all, no doubt, reflect upon. 

By marking this milestone in our 
history it will give us an opportunity 
to look back and to see how far Med¬ 
way has progressed. 

As you would expect, a great deal 
has happened. 

There’s the regeneration in the 
area known as Chatham Maritime 
with the dockside retail and leisure 
development, the universities at the 
Medway campus site and extensive 
new housing on St Mary’s Island. 

If you are not familiar with it, I 
would invite you to see for yourself- 
it is impressive. 

Medway has encountered a reduc¬ 
tion in investment and a tightening of 
spending brought about by the world¬ 
wide recession. This has resulted in a 
slowing down of regeneration - but 
not a complete standstill, 

The encouraging news is, in recent 
months, we have seen the UK enter a 
period of growth and I am looking 
forward to that continuing into 2014. 

I have no doubt the new year will 
be an important one for us all. 

With the economy improving we 
are also seeing growth in Medway. 

An example of that growth is in 
2013 five new companies invested 
here between March and September, 
creating 196 new jobs and helping to 
preserve a further 60. Even more en¬ 
couraging are the figures up to the end 
of September, which showed another 


126 firms actively looking at Medway 
as a place to invest, including interest 
from the United States, France, India, 
Ireland and Italy. 

Such growth will help unlock the 
potential we have here in Medway 
and the rest of north Kent. 

Next year will bring a number of 
initiatives that will help us unlock 
this economic potential. It will see the 
introduction of free-flow charging at 
the Dartford Crossing - thereby re¬ 
lieving congestion, which in itself 
adds enormously to business costs. 

Hopefully the Government will 
make up its mind on the preferred lo¬ 
cation for the Lower Thames Cross¬ 
ing, which when built will allow Med¬ 
way and its neighbouring authorities 
to benefit from better connections 
with the rest of the UK. 

Another example of infrastructure 
improvements is the £40m invest¬ 
ment in the railway stations at Ro¬ 
chester, Rainham and Strood. 

We will welcome the start of the 
new University Technical College 
while work at Chatham Waterfront 
continues and improvement work to 
Sun Pier. This means vessels will be 
able to moor up there, helping regen¬ 
eration along the River Medway. 

It is hoped that work will start on 
flood defences at Strood Riverside, 
which will enable us to start develop¬ 
ing the site next to Strood station. 
And we expect to be in a position to 
announce the developer for the next 
phase of Rochester Riverside soon. 

The past few years have been a 
challenging time for all, but I hope in 
2014 we will be in a position to see a 
thawing of that economic cold front. 

And - working with partners in 
government and business -1 want to 
make sure that Medway and north 
Kent - benefit as it does. 

With that said, I wish all Kent on 
Sunday readers a happy new year 
and rewarding time in 2014.

Greg Miles talks 
to Carl Warner, 
who moved 
his focus from 
the world of 
commercial 
photography 
to creating 
landscapes made 
out of food... 
known, 
appropriately 
enough, as 
foodscapes 


T HE portobello mushroom 
has a lot to answer for as 
far as Carl Warner is 
concerned. 

What might have 
looked at home on a plate having 
been grilled and stuffed with 
blue cheese was in fact a portal to a 
completely new world for Warner, 
inspiring a vast and incredibly 
untapped concept. 

There were no plans to put the 
fungus anywhere near an oven, 
grill or frying pan, but instead it 
was glued to a table by its stalk with 
beans and rice scattered around its 
base to create, in his own words, 
“an alien-like landscape”. 

It was the start of a journey that 
has seen the commercial 
photographer, who grew up near 
Maidstone and now lives in 
Horsmonden near Tunbridge 
Wells, become a trendsetter for his 
creations of food landscapes, 
known as foodscapes, including 
seas of salmon, the Great Wall of 
China made from pineapple, a 
portrait of Billy Connolly made 
from haggis and bacon, and a 
chocolate train. 

Warner, who is exhibiting his 
work at the Ripley’s Believe It Or 
Not! museum in London, started 
out with very different ambitions. 


“I could always draw as a child. I 
was an only child, so I spent a lot of 
time drawing. It was an escapism 
from boredom,” he said. 

“I wanted to be an illustrator. 
When I got to Maidstone Art 
College, there was a guy there who 
was really great. He used pencil 
but made his work look like 
photographs. I thought ‘I can’t 
draw as well as this guy’. 

44 I was at a fruit and 
veg market and found 
wonderful portobello 
mushrooms. I brought 
them back to the studio 
with some rice and beans 
and made a set up ** 

“I bought an old dark-room set 
and started developing prints in 
my bedroom. 

“I thought ‘This guy is spending 
a week doing one picture, but in 
that time I have shot 20 good 
pictures’ and I had much more to 
show for it.” 

He moved to London to do a 
degree covering photography, film 
and TV, after which he became an 


assistant to Knightsbridge-based 
photographer David Lowe. 

The exposure into the world of 
advertising led him to set up his 
own studio just a year later where 
he established himself as a still-life 
photographer, working with ad 
agencies and PR houses. 

“When you’re self-employed and 
freelance, it’s up to you,” he said. 

“A lot of people were striving to 
get noticed with an interesting 
campaign, which was the holy 
grail for every photographer. 

“My career was not really going 
anywhere.” 

It was then the father-of-four hit 
on the food idea when going to a 
local food market while trying to 
kill time away from his studio. 

“In those days I’d go into the 
studio in the morning and then in 
my spare time would go wandering 
around bric-a-brac stalls or places 
like that,” he said. 

“I was at a fruit and veg market 
and found these wonderful 
portabello mushrooms. I brought 
them back to the studio with some 
rice and beans and made a set up. 

“I thought they looked like some 
weird alien trees. I didn’t think

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there was much else I could do with 
it. I originally only thought there 
were about two or three to do.” 

But, happily, Warner was wrong 
and he soon found plenty of uses. 

“I met an art rep from Finland 
who saw what I was doing and said it 
was different and unusual. 

“He said there was a butter 
company that was perfect for it. I had 
discussions with him and it went 
from there. 

“I was getting commissioned to do 
these experimental works which 
continued over the next five years. 

“Nobody was picking them up. It 

44 Sometimes people 
have come to me with 
an idea, but they don't 
know how to realise it.

wasn’t until 2008 when I had done 
20 that there was a tipping point. It 
was seen as a body of work then.” 

A national-newspaper story put 
his work in the global spotlight and 
kept the jobs coming in. 

So where do you start with 
creating a miniature world made out 
of food? 

“I draw it out and then go 
shopping for the ingredients,” said 
Warner. 

“It’s all done on a big table. 

“I have an air-conditioned studio to 


keep the temperature down. I try to 
work with flash as much as possible 
so there is no heat from lamps. 

“Sometimes people have come to 
me with a drawing, or they have an 
idea, but they don’t know how to 
realise it. I get a lot of creative 
freedom in terms of how I interpret 
their briefs. It’s best, because I know 
what will work and what won’t. They 
respect that.” 

O nce the ingredients are 

sourced and the plans are 
ready, it is a case of cutting, 
folding, sticking and 
carving to make all the pieces fit, 
which Warner gets help with from a 
team of experts. 

Some pieces are understandably 
more challenging than others, for 
instance the fish scenes. 

“We did The Fishscape landscape 
that was commissioned by Findus. 
We had to get all the fish fresh in the 
morning. We spent all day with it,” 
he said. “We had to do it in one day 
otherwise the fish rots. 

“We had to work very quickly. 
There was lots of blood pouring out 
over the table. But everyone carried 
on working. It ended up being one of 
the best we did.” 

The work has not come without 
criticism - there is the occasional 
email lambasting the waste of food. 

“Some [food] has got superglue 
and pins through it, which does get 
thrown away,” said Warner. 

“There’s not a huge amount of 
waste - what is left does get divided 
up between the team. 

“I get the odd angry email saying 
‘How can you do this when there’s

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starving children in Africa?’. The 
public waste more than anyone else, 
and supermarkets and restaurants do 
as well. I don’t see it as a waste of food. 

“If the images are used in 
advertising, it generates food sales.” 

The popularity of his work has also 
led to other works in a similar style, 
which he cannot do anything about. 

Warner said: “The people that 


have done it have done it pretty badly. 
It’s only been done in places in eastern 
Europe. Companies don’t have the 
budgets but still want the idea. 

“If people want to have a go at it, 
then I can’t stop them. It’s their 
choice if they want to do that, but if 
they paid a little bit more they would 
get me doing it. 

“I can’t copyright taking pictures 
of food.” 

While the foodscapes are perhaps 
his most well-known works, Warner 


has also created a series of 
landscapes using the human form, 
among other projects. 

“I’m happy to continue doing 
foodscapes until I drop. There is a lot 
more to do,” he said. 

“But I don’t want to be pigeon¬ 
holed for doing one thing. I would 
like to be asked to do the next John 
Lewis advert, that sort of thing. 

“I like finding creative solutions. 

“When I make some of the scenes, 
I get transported off to those places. 


Without that, it’s just a pile of food on 
a table-top. I enjoy the fact I have 
made something appear to be 
something else.” 

The idea of going back to 
traditional photography is not so 
appealing, though. 

“I think there are a lot of very good 
landscape photographers who like 
getting up for the early light. Those 
pictures are being taken,” he said. 

“There are so many doing that. 

“If you type into a search engine 


‘Great Wall of China pictures’, you 
will see the most beautiful pictures 
taken. I don’t need to do that.”

Chefs special passion 


I ’M FROM London originally, 
trained at Westminster 
College and started my career 
working around the West End 
and Mayfair, during which 
time I was lucky enough to work 
for some amazing Michelin-starred 
chefs as well as having the 
privilege of cooking for The Queen. 

I have been a chef for about 13 
years and started working for the 
Kent Cookery School about 18 
months ago as I was studying for 
my teaching qualification.

Ingredients: serves four 

For the fritters: 

200ml water 
80g butter 

1 lOg plain flour 

2 large eggs 

lOOg Winterdale Shaw cheese 
(extra-mature Cheddar will do) 

1 tsp cayenne pepper 
1/2 tsp ground black pepper 
1 tsp English mustard 
Pinch of salt 

1 ltr vegetable oil for frying 
For the dip: 

100ml sour cream 
1 tbsp chopped dill 
1 tbsp chopped chives 
1 tsp lemon juice 
Pinch of salt 
Pinch of paprika 

Method 

I Put the butter and water in a 
pan and bring to the boil. Once 


the butter has melted, add the 
flour and beat the mixture with a 
wooden spoon until it forms a 
lump-free dough. 

2 Cook for a further two minutes 
until the mixture no longer 
KEA 


sticks to the pan. Let the mixture 
cool for a few minutes, then add 
the cheese and cayenne pepper, 
mustard and pepper. 

3 Add the beaten egg a third at a 
time, beating the mixture well 
to incorporate the egg. Allow the 
mixture to cool. 

4 To make the dip, mix the sour 
cream with the herbs, lemon 
juice and a pinch of salt. Place in a 
dish and dust with paprika. 

5 Heat the oil in a deep, heavy- 
bottomed saucepan; to check if 
the oil is hot, add a piece of bread. 
It should sizzle and be golden- 
brown after one minute. 

6 Using a teaspoon dipped in 
vegetable oil, place spoonfuls 
of the mixture into the oil. Fry 
each portion of the mixture for 
five minutes until it puffs up and 
turns golden-brown. 

7 Drain the fritters on kitchen 
paper and serve piping hot.

B oasting locaiiy- 

produced food on a menu 
is no longer something to 
make a restaurant stand 
out from the crowd. 

It’s something we have all come to 
expect from the vast array of eateries 
on our shores, and quite rightly so in 
a county that markets itself as the 
Garden of England and also has a 
rich coastline with all its delicious 
offerings to boot. 

What does make a restaurant 
stand out from the crowd, however, 
is the love and care that goes into 
selecting that local produce, from the 
meat and fish right down to the 
home-made bread on the side of your 
plate. 

Step in Wyatt & Jones. 

This Broadstairs restaurant, 
perhaps with one of the best 
locations in the pretty seaside town, 
is relatively new on the culinary 
scene. 

But it has made a big impact. 
Taking over the building on the 
corner of Harbour Street, next to 
Viking Bay, it offers modern British 
cuisine but with a unique, 


contemporary twist. 

The restaurant itself is flanked by 
huge windows on one side, with 
views down to the pier and beach, 
and, while not necessarily a cosy 
place, it’s undeniably on-trend with 
big wooden tables, romantic lighting 
and an open kitchen. 

The menu on first glimpse is a little 
daunting, with aperitifs including 
St Germain elderflower liqueur and 
Prosecco (what?) and starters such 
as oxtongue and pickles. 

Perhaps a little pretentious... it’s a 
risky move. 

But, actually, settling down with a 
glass of Sauvignon Blanc - organic, 
so no hangover, the waitress told me 
- the many delights of the menu 
began to jump out. 

From rock oysters to crab tart with 
soured cream, or partridge breast to 
beef loin in roast garlic butter, there’s 
no denying this is a menu designed 
to impress. 

To start, I chose the Jerusalem 
artichoke veloute with smoked 
mackerel and quail’s egg, and my 
guest the Oueenie scallops and 
prawns in peanut oil with celeriac 


puree and pickled pear. 

The scallops were beautifully 
cooked, but it was the pickled, almost 
spicy, pear that made this plate so 
good. 

The veloute, however, was the 
winner here. Creamy and rich, it 
warmed your heart. 

For the main course, I chose fish 
of the day, which was hake, with 
parsley potatoes, creamed leeks and 
fennel, mussels and spring onion. 

My guest plumped for the chicken 
breast with mushroom and tarragon 
stuffing, creamed cauliflower potato, 


bacon, carrots and a sweetcorn 
puree. 

The fish was soft and flaky with a 
crispy top scattered with juicy 
mussels and a creamy sauce. Not one 
to usually choose fish on a menu, I 
was delighted with the rich flavours. 

The humble chicken, often 
disregarded on a menu, was another 
winner. 

The silky-smooth puree combined 
with the salty bacon and cauliflower 
potato was delicious. 

For dessert, we chose the cheeses 
of the week, along with banana-and- 


ale bread with salt caramel mousse. 
The mousse for me was the star of 
the show. 

Other offerings on the dessert 
menu included dark chocolate 
orange tart with ice cream and 
clementines in gin, and pear and 
almond bake with rum-and-raisin 
ice cream. 

It was a quiet Wednesday night, 
but there was still a bustling 
atmosphere. The staff were attentive 
and although the wait between 
courses was a little long, it didn’t 
seem to matter too much when 
you’re simply looking for a relaxing 
evening of good food and wine. 

The only downfall was when the 
kitchen staff began cleaning the 
ovens with vinegar at the end of the 
night - the smell of which clung to 
the back of your throat - but for 
which the staff were more than 
apologetic. 

Wyatt & Jones is a little more 
expensive than the average 
restaurant - our bill was £85 - but 
with creative, delicious dishes, it’s 
worth forking out that bit extra. 

This restaurant is a definite 
contender on the thriving 
Broadstairs culinary scene.

T HE design of the building 
takes your breath away. 
This isn’t how many of us 
envisage Kent businesses 
but, outside or in, the 
curves, the high ceilings, the empha¬ 
sis on space and light and, perhaps 
above all, the hi-tech nature of the 
place make you feel as though you’ve 
walked onto the film set of a sharp- 
edged movie in Silicon Valley. 

This is the world of Holiday Extras, a 
company that began as the Apple 
Booking Company in Bank Street, 
Ashford, and is now settled in its splen¬ 
did home at Newingreen, near Hythe. 

It started out as a business through 
which holidaymakers could book a 
night at an airport hotel before flying 
the following morning. 

Today, it handles travel insurance, 
airport parking, travel to airports and 
other activities such as theatre and 
theme-park breaks, while it also has a 
European operation. 

Holiday Extras turned 30 this year 
and enjoys an annual turnover of 
some £200 million, but strikes a wider 
consciousness when the annual Sun¬ 
day Times Best Companies To Work 
For list is revealed - this year it came in 
at number 19, its highest position yet. 

“How we’d like to work there,” we 
mutter wryly. 

Company founder Gerry Pack 
shared the Bank Street office all those 
years ago with Anthony Williams’ 
Apple Publishing, which counted 
Business in Kent and South East 
Farmer among its publications. 

It wasn’t long before Williams sold 
his company, teamed up with Pack 
and helped really get the travel firm 
moving. 

“He was good at marketing -1 was 
the entrepreneur,” said Pack. 

Williams ran the business in the 
first year, the success of which is some¬ 
thing Pack is happy to acknowledge. 

“You can have the most brilliant 
business concept, then spend three 
years trying to get into profit. But 
with us, from day one the company 
was in profit.” 

In profit and expanding. Bank 
Street was outgrown and the compa¬ 
ny moved to Kennington, which in 
turn proved insufficient. 

“Apple Barn at Smeeth came up for 
sale. Anthony lived next door and the 
last thing he wanted there was a pub 
or club,” said Pack. 

Only one thing for it, then... and in 
1998 the company was ensconced at 
Apple Barn. 

“What wasn’t possible became pos¬ 
sible,” said the man at the top.

The site was extended three times, 
but still the company needed more 
space and in 2003 it moved to its cur¬ 
rent building at Newingreen. 

“We were planning to build 15,000 
sq ft, but ended up with 25,000 sq ft. 
We’d seen how quickly we filled Apple 
Barn even with three extensions. We 
didn’t want to move again,” said Pack. 

“There’s planning permission for 
another 15,000 sq ft, but we are en¬ 
couraging working from home.” 

And so the upping of sticks has 
come to an end. 

The fact the company is so much 
closer to Pack’s home town of Folke¬ 
stone is clearly a factor, but the shift 
to Newingreen drew to a close a 
sometimes difficult relationship with 
the local authority in Ashford. 

“We were an irritant politically - 
there was a wish to move us to an¬ 
other part of the town,” said Pack, 
who had worked for holiday company 
Saga for 14 years. 

Perhaps it’s something in the south 


Kent air, but not only has Pack forged 
a hugely successful travel organisa¬ 
tion but, in a similar vein to both Sid¬ 
ney and Roger De Haan, the succes¬ 
sive supremos at Saga, he has a strong 
regard for the area. 

“I’m a big believer in giving back to 
Folkestone and I’m keen to employ 
people locally,” he said. 

And the relationship with his former 
employers, whom he left in 1984? 

“They’re one of our clients,” said 
Pack, who retired four years ago at 
the age of 55. 

Like many of the best ideas, the 
concept of Holiday Extras is simple. 
It’s about making travel easier for 
people when they go on holiday. 

The room-booking service was “a 
win for hotels, a win for the travel 
agents and a win for us - plus we 
made a small profit,” said Pack. 

Today some 370 people, tangible 
evidence of the meteoric growth of 
the company, are employed at Holi¬ 
day Extras, most working the phones 


to make the bookings and reserva¬ 
tions, but the man who set it all in 
motion has taken a step back. 

In 2009, Pack stepped down as ex¬ 
ecutive chairman and passed the 
mantle to his son Matthew, who had 
been a director since 2005, when he 
led a management buyout. 

“It was time to let another team 
run it,” said Pack. 

“The business was changing - it 
needed different input, a different 
skills set. It wasn’t just the internet, it 
was the speed of change, the under¬ 
standing of social media.” 

Indeed the emphasis has been very 
much on getting business through 
the internet. 

A website was launched in 2000 
and, with it, direct sales to customers. 

It continues to be a critical part of 
the operation, driving a huge per¬ 
centage of bookings. 

“We really believe in getting the 
website right and continue to develop 
it to make it easier and quicker for 
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company's growing success

people to get their hassle-free ex¬ 
tras,” said Pack. 

“We’ve got excellent people in 
America to advise us. We’re abso¬ 
lutely at the cutting edge. 

“We’ve been market leaders since 
1983 and do it better than anybody 
else. If we want to carry on being 
number one, especially in the tech¬ 
nical areas, we need the best man 
for the job - and we’ve got him. 

“We have to keep investing in the 
business. It’s about what’s simplest 
and most effective for the customer. 

“We’re always looking at data - 
every single keystroke or click is 
logged and traced back to the custom¬ 
er. We do more than three million 
bookings a year - can you imagine 
how much data that gives us, how 
much history? Year in, year out.” 

Sometimes the figures have been 
staggering - 13,500 reservations 
have been taken in a day, for example. 

T hey are figures, though, that 
have allowed the expansion 
to continue apace and an of¬ 
fice to be set up in Munich - 
120 people now work there, al¬ 
though it was tough to get 
established. 

“It took 10 years to reach profit in 
Germany. We put in millions of 
pounds to make it work; there were 
set-up costs, with years and years of 
that cost. It was year nine when we 
got that investment back.” 

What really matters, of course, is 
the experience for the public using 
the Holiday Extras service. 


Pack said: “We made a list of 
things we were doing internally and 
things we wouldn’t do. We’re now 
pretty much there, doing more 
things in front of customers. What 
we do is based on their holiday and 
not their departure. 

More millions have been invested 
in improving the booking and reser¬ 
vation systems, but is there a dan¬ 
ger of losing the human touch? 

Pack refutes the idea: “We are 
making it more personal - these are 
the results for you and we think 
they will suit you. 

“Younger people are more used to 
using the technology, but if you use 
something that is really clever and 
easy to use, you’re going to warm to 
it, whoever you are. And if there is a 
problem, there’s a helpline - we’ve 
got a 20-second promise to respond." 

The buyout and restructure of 
2005 allowed the company to 
strengthen the role of its workers: to¬ 
day an Employee Benefit Trust holds 
an effective interest of 12.7 per cent 
in the value of the business. 

The remainder is held in equal 
share by the management team and 
the Pack family. 

The idea is to motivate sharehold¬ 
ers and employees alike, and that 
healthy ranking in the Sunday 
Times article suggests it’s an ap¬ 
proach that is finding its target. 

Pack explained: “I always believe 
that if a team is happy, they will be 
more productive. 

“If you share information with 
them about how the business works, 


the more they will progress. 

“Every Friday we have a company 
‘shout out’. It’s a chance to tell every¬ 
one what’s going on and where we 
stand. The directors take it in turn. 

“It’s very informal and only lasts 
10 minutes or so, but helps everyone 
feel involved and up to date. 

“That 19th place in the Sunday 
Times gives me a real buzz - a lift. 
When I stepped down, we were about 
46th. We moved it up by listening to 
the people who work for us. 

“There’s engagement - every 
quarter, staff are asked for their 
views on working for the company

and how things could be done better. 

“An external company bench¬ 
marks our engagement. It’s up to 
85-86 per cent, which is hopefully 
where we will keep it.” 

Among the more prosaic issues 
set to right was that of uncomforta¬ 
ble chairs, but it’s more the change 
in emphasis that has put a spring in 
everyone’s step. 

Much of this was due to new boss, 
Matthew, who, aside from bringing 
in a wealth of IT knowledge, pro¬ 
gressed the idea of team satisfaction. 

“We said ‘You will have fun’. We 


looked at people and there wasn’t 
much fun going on. We’re growing 
at 30 per cent a year, but growth is 
tough,” he said. 

“The only way is to drag people 
from potential exhaustion or de¬ 
spair. We had a Fresh Fit Fun Week, 
with massages, barbecues and eve¬ 
ry meeting being held in a bouncy 
castle. By Wednesday we got the 
first smiles. After that week we got 
back on track.” 

So was the transition from father 
to son smooth? Indeed, was it just a 
case of shooing in Dad’s boy? 

“Matthew spent 10 years getting 
to know every corner of the busi¬ 
ness and how it operates,” said Pack. 

“He built a good reputation and 
respect among the wider team. 

“I had asked him a couple of 
times: do you want to run the busi¬ 
ness? The answer was no. When he 
finally agreed, he was in a strong 
place to take the helm.” 

Matthew is the man now, but fa¬ 
ther still has an interest, in more 
than one sense. 

Pack Snr is a non-executive direc¬ 
tor. He attends board meetings “to 
keep abreast and give my five pen¬ 
nies’ worth” and “receives the num¬ 
bers” every day. The family still 
owns about half of the company. 

It can be a thin line between con¬ 
fidence and arrogance, but the air at 
Holiday Extras, which works with 
more than 8,000 travel agents and 
partners, is at the very least bullish. 

“Our main competitors are our 
suppliers - airports, big hotel groups 


and so on,” said Pack. 

“Some have tried to do what we 
do on their own, but have struggled. 
Most companies value the contribu¬ 
tion we supply.” 

The past has been bright and the 
rate of growth so great that you can 
only assume a similarly sparkling 
future. While there have been re¬ 
dundancies, when I spoke to father 
and son, the company had just tak¬ 
en on 19 staff during the previous 
month. 

“We need data developers and 
programmers,” said Matthew. 

“We want people here in this 
company - they see how much in¬ 
vestment we’re putting in to make 
this happen. We’ve spent £7 million 
on this building and applicants 
walk in and say ‘Wow! What a fan¬ 
tastic place to work’.” 

Even so, the company still finds it 
“very hard” to find suitable staff and 
a project has been set up with the 
University of Kent to help prepare 
graduates as potential employees. 

The importance of education 
rings clear with Pack, who is chair¬ 
man of the Spires Academy at 
Hersden, near Canterbury, while no 
small amount of money has been 
spent on developing part of the Holi¬ 
day Extras building as a learning 
academy. 

Far from fading into oblivion after 
so many bountiful years with his 
company, there’s no question of Ger¬ 
ry Pack resting on his laurels. 

The same can be said of Holiday 
Extras. 



THIS month Holiday Extras expanded its 
empire with the purchase of Essential 
Travel from Thomas Cook. 

The £2.1 million deal is yet to be ap¬ 
proved by the Financial Conduct Authority, 
but if given the go-ahead will see Holiday 
Extras strengthen its commercial relation¬ 
ship with Thomas Cook. 

The agreement, which came into effect on 
Thursday, December 12, means that 


Holiday Extras becomes Thomas Cook’s 
exclusive distributor for ancillary products 
such as airport hotels and lounges, and 
parking. 

Matthew Pack, of Holiday Extras, said: 
“This is a strategic move for us and will 
strengthen our position as market leaders.”

Moral dilemma 
of compensation 

THE £1.4 million being claimed 
from Thanet District Council in 
compensation after it banned live 
animal exports from Ramsgate 
port following the death of 47 sheep 
seems excessive. 

Detailed figures kept on every 
shipment by campaign group Kent 
Against Live Exports, the Govern¬ 
ment’s animal health inspectors 
and the RSPCA will, we are sure, 
prove the actual loss is much lower 
than £1.4m. 

The judge and, quite possibly, the 
UK and Dutch tax authorities will be 
extremely interested in seeing a 
detailed breakdown of the exporters’ 


compensation claim. 

We believe it is morally wrong for 
anyone to profit from the cruel and 
barbaric abuse of animals, which is 
precisely what the live export trade 
from Ramsgate and now Dover is. 

As Green Party MEP and EU 
election candidates for the south east 
and London, we will be campaigning 
to change European trading rules to 
allow ports the discretion, in 
exceptional circumstances, to decide 
whether or not their facilities are 
used for controversial trades such as 
live animal exports. 

We are already working with 
European parliamentary colleagues 
and animal welfare organisations 
such as the RSPCA, Compassion in 
World Farming and Kent Against 
Live Exports to secure an eight hour 
limit on live animal journey times by 
land or sea within the EU. 

This will have the practical effect 
of stopping live animal exports from 
Dover, Ramsgate or any other British 
port in its tracks and improving 
animal welfare throughout Europe 
as a whole.

Airport decision

from the rufty-tufty Outdoor version. 

The bodywork for both variants 
remains familiar, with the same 
no-nonsense and highly practical 
boxy body featuring trademark curvy 
rear lower-front window pane. 

But there is a noticeable cosmetic 
change to the front, with Skoda’s 
sharply-defined new corporate badge 
and grille replacing the rather frumpy 
and curvaceous chrome-topped job. 

This works far better on both 
versions but particularly the lower- 
riding front-wheel-drive Yeti or ‘city’ 
versions. 

Other notables are the on-trend 
availability of a rear-view parking 
camera, bi-xenon headlamps with 
LED daytime running lights and a 
keyless entry system. 

There are no major surprises inside 
the car, though: the body was always 
one of the most space-efficient and 
versatile, so generous head- and 


legroom is carried over, along with 
three individual rear seats that can be 
arranged in various permutations or 
even removed to create a massive load 
area. 

Powertrain options have been 
changed and Skoda has enhanced 
the Yeti’s eco-credentials with a new 
Greenline II variant featuring a 
105PS (103bhp) 1.6 TDI diesel that 
emits just 119g/km of CO 2 , so that 
will cost nothing in road tax for year 
one and just £30 a year thereafter. 

But if you’re not a diehard badge 
snob - and there are a few that still 
haven’t got the message that Skoda is 
not that sad old Iron Curtain brand 
any more - then there is much to like 
at the top end of the line-up. 

The range flagship Yeti Outdoor in 
luxurious Laurin and Klement trim 
with MOPS (138bhp) 2.0 TDI diesel 
plus the VW group’s excellent 
twin-clutch auto/manual DSG 
gearbox and 4x4 looks excellent 
value, offering some serious off-road 
welly plus executive class for just 
£27,050.

S KODA doesn’t always get 
its naming policy right. 

I’m not the only motoring 
hack who thinks the Czech 
marque has the suffix 
‘Spaceback’ attached to the wrong, ie 
smaller, version of the Rapid. 

But Skoda surely got it right in 
2009 when it named its first-ever 
SUV the Yeti. 

Indeed, a few manufacturers will 
have kicked themselves for not 
coming up with it first for their own 
4x4 wannabes. 

Otherwise known as the 
Abominable Snowman, the Yeti is the 
perfect word to borrow for a car with 
excellent capability in snow and other 
inhospitable situations, yet it also 
defies any attempts to catch it and 
categorise it. 

For the Yeti has become all things 
to all buyers: crossover, eco-friendly 
holdall, family wagon, sportsman’s 
rucksack, bullish off-roader, executive 
SUV - you name it. 

This seems to be recognised by 
Skoda itself as it prepares in January 
to launch a facelifted Yeti, with two 
distinct guises. 

Priced from £16,600, the new-look 
range is divided into Yeti plain and 
simple and Yeti Outdoor - no prizes 
for guessing the latter is for versions 
with more off-road capability. 

Indeed, the Outdoor is more than a 
name and some ‘funky chunky’ 
4x4-style add-ons: it has all-wheel- 
drive, of course, and it’s been 
upgraded, but the bumpers have 
steeper approach and departure 
angles for off-road yomping - a 
method sister brand VW used to 
effect with the extreme Escape 
variants of its own Tiguan SUV. 

But Skoda has also seen that most 
Yeti buyers want more crossover -

THERE was some disappointment 
when Kia changed direction with the 
latest Sorento - the Korean marque’s 
senior SUV. 

The previous model (2003-09) had 
been popular with new-car-buyers 
needing genuine off-road or grippy 
towing ability at a bargain price, and 
is still doing the same with canny 
used-car-buyers. 

But the cheap and cheerful 4x4 
market was never going to fit Kia’s 
ambition to move upmarket, hence 
that change of direction when the 
current car arrived in 2010. 

It was longer and lower, less 4x4 
and more SUV, more stylish and 
capacious, with a seven-seat option 
and all the off-road ability most 
people would need. 

At the time, I saw it as a cut-price 
rival to the already-ageing Volvo 
XC90, which caught many a buyer’s 
eye with its seven-seat capacity. 

Never one to rest on laurels, 
though, Kia then gave the Sorento 
a major midlife makeover last year, 
remodelling both ends of the car, 
reworking the chassis in a bid to 
boost driving dynamics and 
refinement while further lowering 
the ride height, and enhancing the 
cabin and equipment. 

Significantly, the range was also 
streamlined to what the Sorento did 
best: delivering 4x4 SUV style and 
capacity at a decent price (from 
£26,695). 

There is now just one engine 
option: a revised 194bhp 2.2-litre 
CRDi turbodiesel, driving all four 
wheels via six-speed manual or 
automatic gearbox. 

The powertrain tweaking drew 
remarkable improvements on 
economy and C02 
emissions of 
5.7mpg and 22g/ 
km respectively

manual variants - not bad for a big 
SUV. 

Auto versions have an Active ECO’ 
selector that helps record a 42.2mpg 
combined and 175g/km. 

The Sorento is also pretty lively, 
with 0-60mph arriving in 9.4 
seconds (manual) and 9.5 (auto) and, 
importantly, the engine delivers its 
power with a high level of refinement 
- particularly at this price. 

Kia’s claims to have beefed-up 
handling during the revamp are also 
valid: the car is still sprung to deliver 
a comfortable ride above all, so there 
is a bit of body-roll if you fling it into 
a corner, but the whole set-up feels 
tauter and inspires more confidence 
than several pricier rivals. 

Like most current all-wheel-drive 
SUVs, the Sorento runs mostly in 
front-wheel-drive to save fuel, 
engaging the rear wheels only if the 
system detects a loss of grip. 



If you need to go off-road, bearing 
in mind this more urbane generation 
Sorento has a lower ride height than 
its more rustic predecessor, then 
‘lock mode’ must be selected. 

This splits driving power 50:50 up 
to a speed of 19mph, when it is 
automatically disabled, resuming 
when speed falls below 19mph again. 

Not having a wilderness on hand, 

I borrowed a badly-rutted muddy 
field to prove the Sorento isn’t fazed 
by much. 

Let’s be honest, though: how many 
SUV-buyers need such ability? 

The key interest is high-riding 
comfort and the Sorento does a good 
job for relatively little outlay and 
brings lots of equipment; the 
mid-range KX-2 tested here came 
with lots of kit including leather 
seats, with the front ones heated, 
plus Kia’s usual confidence-inspiring 
seven-year/100,000-mile warranty. 

I found the seats and ride very 
comfortable for this price level 
and while there is little to 
excite about the cabin, it 
feels robust, well arranged 
and spacious. 

Cabin versatility is the 
car’s ace, though, 
making it a genuine 
MPV or people-carrier as 
much as SUV. 

All five rear seats fold flat for
